On  the  five-point  basis  for  each 
of  the  above  mentioned  items, 
Eastside  took  first  place  with  a 
total  of  318  points.

Teacher  Leaves  Staff 
For  Air  Force  Status 

For  the  purpose  of  serving  in 
the  assignment  section  of  the  Mili¬ 
tary  Air  Transport  service  at  An¬ 
drews  field,  Washington,  D.C.,  Mr. 
James  Tricholo,  an  unassigned 
teacher  left  Eastside’s  faculty  four 
weeks  ago  to  resume  the  military 
career  first  begun  when  he  entered 
the  service  in  1941. 

During  World  War  II,  Captain 
Tricholo  served  as  a  liason  officer 
for  the  Air  Force  in  Africa  and 
Italy.  In  this  capacity  he  acted  as 
interpreter  between  civilian  auth¬ 
orities  and  the  Air  Force. 

Served  as  Military  Governor 
Captain  Tricholo  was  also  the 
military  governor  of  an  Italian 
province  from  the  end  of  the  war 
until  the  Spring  of  1946,  when  he 
then  returned  to  Eastside  to  re¬ 
sume  his  teaching. 

A  Graduate  of  Eastside 
A  graduate  of  Eastside  in  June 
’36,  Captain  Tricholo  attended  New 
York  university.  He  taught  Italian 
and  Spanish  at  the  University  in 
1940.  Captain  Tricholo  then  came 
here  as  a  substitute  and  remained 
in  Eastside  until  his  entrance  into 
the  service.

is  in  order  for  the  entire  stu¬ 
dent  body  after  the  splendid 
work  which  has  been  done  in 
the  Spring  Spruce-up  cam¬ 
paign.
